The distribution of the beer is the
work of & large army; 95,743 persons ware
licenged to sell the beer as victuallers—57, 730
in Eogland, 12,472 in Scotlsnd, 15541 in [re-
land. ~In England thero were also 44,607
other persons loensed to #ell beor to be
be drunk on the premises, and 3063 persons
licensed to sell beer mot to be drunk on the
premies. All these numbers are larger than
those in the preceding year. The 2576 brewers
(proper) in the United Kingdom consumed
88,400,582 bushels of malt last year; 21,327
viotuallers, brawing their own beer, consumed
8,004,806 bushels; and 10,451 other pergons
(all in Eogland), leensed to sell beer and
brewing their own beer, consumed 3,078,322

bushels of malt.

jves the following statistioal history of recent
nglish litigation:—In the Inst eight years—
1 809-fi—0,441,18]1 pinints have been entered
in the county courts of England, showing an
average of 805,147 a year. 4,470,069 causes
have been determived or judgments given—a
fair amonnt of work for even gixty judges to
look back upon; the average ia 435,700 a year.
207,865 warrants of commitment have been
fssned—20,9813 a year, 63,080 debtors have
been imprisoned — 7878 upon an average.
1,008,066 executions have been izsued against
goods—125,363 4 year; and 32,763 sales made
1409‘1:{«:&. In 1866 the nmumbers under
all these heads were above the average, except
those two which express the actual execution
of the final process of the law; the number of
debtors imprisoned being only 7601, and the
number of sules of goods only 3828, Thenum-
ber of debtors imprisoned has declined con-
siderably since a change was made in 1564, by
gtating clearly upon the warraut that the
debtor could obtain his discharge on paying
the instalments actually due; it had been com-
monly aup;\msad that he must pay all the in-
stalments before being discharged, In 1883
the rumber of persons imprisoned was ona to
every 90 sued; in 1566 only one to dvery 110
sued,

A Vowcaxo.—A Fernando Po letter, dated
May 20, containg the following paragraph:—
“'An active voleano appeared for the first time
to us on the night of the 15th instant, near
the top of Cameroon’s Mountain, the sight
being a grand one, as, in the darkness of the
night, the lava was seen pburing in an ap-

nt cataraot an unbroken shest of deep
ery-red molten liquid, for a depth of some
hundreds of feet, when it could be seen run-
ning off to the right, round and down the
mountain, in a cut in the side of the moun-
tain, from which fissures here and there gave
us an occasional glimpee of it, We continned
to see it the three following nights, since
which it has disappeared. n the first night
it appeared larger than on the iwo last seen,
On the afternoon and mght previous tfo its
being seen we had much rain, sccompanied
by a continuons heavy storm of wind from
the mountain, which came in heavy gusts,
with ocoasional light lulls of a few minutes
between, and such a furious and long-con-
tinued storm was unknown here bafore.’’

Tue LoNpoN Pouics.—At present a careful
watch is kept over the health of the London
police, Official tables show that the total
number disabled by injury in the last five
months was 370; by disease, the resnlt of ex-
posure, 1089, and this latter olass is com-
paratively larger in the police than in the
army. yspepsia and sorenesa of the
feet are two common affections, Nine-
teen deaths oceurred in five months, four from
cholera, and the majority of the remainder
from the chronic visceral disease that would
have invalided the attacked in the army. Dif-
ferent divisions vary in regard to healthinass,
The Thames division has about three times as
many men disabled as the healthiest divisions
(A, B, R, and X). The causes of invaliding
are chiefly the disenses arising from exposure,
and the practical lesson to be drawn from the
above facts is that any measure caloulated to
increase bodily protection will Le followed by
beneficial results,

Censvg or DPrussia.—The last census of
Prussia was taken in 1864. At that time there
were, in round numbers, 19,250,000 inhabi-
tants, or 763,000 more than in 1661. Nf these
11,700,000 wers Protestants (being 435,000
more than in 1861), and 7,200,005 Catholics
(being an increase of 204,000); in other words,
the increase among Protestants was 3-38 per
cent., and among Catholics 446 per cent. In
the year 1804 there were 470,000 births among
the Protestants, while thers were 302000
among Oatholics, in spite of there being 6706
priests devoted to celibacy, and 5250 religions
of both sexes. Further, out of the 479,000
births among Protestants, 47,060 were illegiti-
mate, while out of the 302,500 births among
Catholige, only 16,600 wera illegitimate, This

reat difference is maintained through the dif-

erent provinces,
